Testimony of Corsicana Independent 


School District Board of Trustees 
Chairman Maco Stewart in 13th District 
Court Friday afternoon opened the door 
to more unanswered questions con- 
cerning student suspensions as result of 
a school-sponsored trip to Galveston and 
Houston on May 3, 1972. 


Judge Charles D. Mathews, a visiting 


judge from the 200th Judicial Court, 
Travis County,, presided over the 
hearing in which Dr. Lester E. McGary, 
in behalf of his minor son, Richard 
McGary, sought a temporary injunction 
against the school board. Plaintiffs 
asked that the school board be prevented 
from enforcing an allegedly unwritten 
rule which would authorize a teacher to 
refuse to accept school work assigned 


junction. You may have your ex- 
ception/' 


The Judge said the basis of the 


decision was that "Before the courts will 
assume jurisdiction, the remedies 
established by law for the school 
government must first be exhausted—in 
other words, the party must exhaust his 
administrative remedy before coming to 
the court." 


He pointed out that Dr. McGary must 


first present his case 
through ad- 


ministrative channels such as the Texas 
State Board of Education before it can 
fall under jurisdiction of the courts 
system. 


Dr. McGary said in his testimony that

Education officials by telephone to ask 
about the validity of the alleged rule, but 
that he had made no written request for 
a hearing before that board.

She noted that the youth was 
absent from school one day during the 
fall semester and a total of 35 days this 
semester.

"The grade in question here was a one- 


day assignment and I considered it a 
daily grade," she said, adding that the 


would make a difference of two points, 
and on a yearly basis, a difference of one 
point, on his final English grade. She 
said he is passing the course at this time 
since his grade must be below 60 in order 
to fail the course. 


As result of the teacher's testimony, 


Judge Mathews said in making his 
ruling that the defense attorney had not 
shown irreparable damage or injury 
since the youth will not fail the course as 
result of the grade in question. He said 


f that apparently the reason the youth's 


grades went down was because of the 35 
absences this semester. 


A difference in testimony came before 


the court concerning an alleged closed 
meeting of the school board of trustees 
following a regular board meeting on 
May 15, 1972. 


McGary testified that he did not 


dispute the suspension of his son for the 
two days, but he objected to the rule 
affecting his son's grade. He said he was 
not allowed an open hearing and was 
heard in the closed session. 


Chairman Stewart testified that 


4'zero" grade, on a semester basis, 
McGary was present at the regular 


board meeting on May 15 and that he did 
request an open hearing. Stewart said he 
denied the open hearing because it was 
against board policy to consider matters 
which have not first been presented, in 
written request form, to school officials. 
He said the reason for this policy was 
that, in the past, ''people would drop in 
and out, and meetings became very 
lengthy and drawn-out." 


Stewart also testified that the board 


went into executive session during this 
May 15 meeting the press was asked to 
leave. The purpose of the closed session, 
he said, was the discussion of personnel 
matters. 


Stewart said that while he was in the 


restroom, he was told that Dr. McGary 
wanted to talk to him during the 
executive session. 


The chairman then testified that he 


refused to permit Dr. McGary to speak 
during the executive meeting, but that 
the board would have a "discussion 
session after the executive session." 


When the plaintiff's attorney pressed 


the board chairman for answers con- 


cerning whether the McGary matter was 
brought up in the executive session, 
Stewart blurted-out 3 remark which 
brought the crowded courtroom to a 
momentary silence.

Q: How often do I have to pay the $68 deductible for

If you re-enter a 
hospital before you have been home 60 days, you are still in 
the benefit period and do not have to pay another deductible.

A. No. The benefits will stop the month before the month 


you reach age 22. 


Q: What is considered full time attendance in college for 


social security purposes?

perimeter of the warehouse to prevent 
the flames from spreading to the nearby 
Universal-Rundle and Jetco Chemical 
plants. The blaze was extinguished 
around 6 a.m. 


Station Commander Bill Richardson 


said the building was completely g".tted, 
with only sections of the walls remaining 
standing. 


The 25,000 square foot warehouse 


contained finished and packed bathtubs 
and shower units, products still in 
progress, and raw materials, said Julian 
Bell, Universal-Rundle manager. Also 


inside the building, said Bell, was a 1.5 
ton 1970 Chevrolet dump truck, damaged 
beyond further use. Bell said he knows of 
nothing which was salvaged from the 
warehouse. Universal-Rundle had used 
the building, formerly the cattle barn for 
the Corsicana Fair, for storing material 
since 1970. Bell said finished products 
had been stored in the warehouse for 
about six months. 


"The value of the contents of the 


building is probably between $30,000 and 
$50,000," said Bell. "The building itself 
would have to be worth about $50,000." 


Fire Chief Charlie Tieman said no 


cause has been determined yet. The fire 
appeared to have spread from the 
middle of the long building. 


Bell said he knows of no plans for 


replacing the warehouse, he said it was 
on a site marked for future expansion of 
the plant, although no definite plans for 
expansion had been made. 


There was no information available 


concerning insurance coverage of the 
building and its contents, and Bell was in 
conference with insurance adjusters late 
Thursday morning.

Sun Study Builds Fire About Trash?

Navarro County Commissioners today, 


unanimously passed a resolution to 
begin immediate study to determine 
the feasibility of developing a county- 
wide system for disposing of trash to 
eliminate the "growing trash pollution 
problem." (The Daily Sun yesterday 
began dramatizing the problem in a 
series concluded in today's edition.) 


Pet. 4 Comnv. Billy Hargrove began 


discussion on the need for solutions to 
trash pollution around the Navarro Mills 
Lake area. He voiced concern that trash 
is being dumped into creeks and road- 
sides in that area and during periods of 
rain is washed out into the lake which is 
the drinking water supply for much of 
Navarro County. 


Hargrove said the trash situation is a 


growing problem and affects many 
areas in this county. 


"It's a question of whose problem it 


is," Hargrove said. 


County Judge Kenneth Douglas said 


"This is not a problem confined to the 
Navarro Mills area...I think it's time the 
County get involved and take steps, 
either by use of land-fill, or getting dump 
areas for these small communities. We 
have to do something about it." 


Douglas said the Commissioners Court 


should encourage the County Sheriff to 
find out who is dumping trash, and make 
a strong effort to prosecute those who 
are dumping. 


The motion to conduct the feasibility 


study included a provision to do this in 
cooperation with officials from the cities 
of Corsicana, Kerens, Frost, Blooming 
Grove, Rice, Dawson, Richland and any 
other incorporated area with similar 
responsibility of maintaining its own 
dump system. 


Also approved was a resolution by Pet. 


2 Co mm. Arlon Simmons to visit with the 
Commissioners Court and county judge 
in Polk County and tour the facilities 
there to learn how they are handling the 
trash pollution problem. 


The commissioners recessed the 


meeting at 11:30 a.m. for lunch and were 
to reconvene at 1:30 p.m. today.

A cotton gin 
soon followed, and several years 
later both were relocated a mile 
east of the cemetery site on the 
main road between Fairfield and 
Corsicana. A post office opened in 
18(i(i, a school followed the next 
year, and by 1872 a

Birdston prospered during the 


latter part of the 19th Century, 
but the post office and businesses 
closed down in 1909 when the 
Burlington-Hock Island Railroad 
by-passed the town. The school 
closed in 1920, but the cemetery, 
dating back to the 1870's, is still in 
use, and in 1950 a new section was 
annexed.
